Work for 250,000 Unem- 
ployed Women in Next 


Month Set as Goal. 


HOPKINS EXPLAINS 
NEED OF PROJECTS 


Mrs. Roosevelt Introduces 


Relief Administrator 


At Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20—(AP)— 


Work for 250,000 women in the next 
30 days was the goal set today be- 
fore the conference on emergency 
needs of women by Harry L. Hop- 
kins, relief administrator. 


Introduced by Mrs. Roosevelt to 
the conference of women leaders 
which met m the east room of the 
white house, he estimated between 
300,000 and 400,000 women, are m 
need of work projects, such as those 
that will assimilate the male unem- 
ployed under the civil works admin- 
istration. 
Hopkins explained that the $400,- 


000,000 available to the civil works 
administration could be used only 
on projects that are legal under the 
public works act. 


Issues Challenge To Women. 


As illustrations 
of some such 


projects available to women he 
mentioned the U. S. employment 
service's branches in between 2,500 
and 3,000 counties and estimated 
between 3,000 and 
4,000 women 


could be given employment therein.

High Tribunal Declines 


to Review Student 
Objection to Drill. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20— (JP) — 


The supreme court declined today 
to review a controversy arising at 
the University of Maryland over 
the refusal of a student 
to take 
i m i l i t a r y training because he 
' claimed he was a conscientious and 
religious objector. 
Holding that-the case presented 


' no substantial federal question, the 
court dismissed the appeal, brought 
in behalf of the student, from a de- 
cision by the 
Maryland Court of 
Appeals which upheld the validity 
of the state law requiring military 
training. 
Proceedings 
were instituted by 
Howard C. Coale of Harford^ coun- 
ty. Maryland, in behalf of his son, 
Ennis H. Coale, who attended the 
state university. 
University authorities 
took the 


position that under the state laws 
they are required to subject all 
students to military training. 
Father's Argument. 


Pointing out that student mem- 
bers of the Society of Friends and 
other religious sects had been ex- 
empt from such training, the stu- 
dent's father insisted his son was 
entitled to the same privilege. He 
asserted this was a constitutional 
right, which could not be 
taken 


away in an exercise of discretion 
by university authorities. 
The father also emphasized that 
as the university received appro- 
priations from the federal govern- 
ment, and as the federal govern- 
ment had not required a course of 
military training, the 
university 


could not be sustained in making 
such a course compulsory for those 
students who did not wish to take 
it The state of 
Maryland chal- 


lenged the jurisdiction of the high 
court to entertain the case, insist- 
ing that if Coale had any right to 
attend the university it was as a 
citizen of Maryland and not as a 
citizen of the United States. 


The Supreme court agreed to de- 
cide what final disposition shall be 
made of the war risk insurance cf 
a veteran after the death of the in- 
sured and the named beneficiary. 


The question of national import- 


ance arose in a case from Kandiyohi 
county. Minn_ following the death 
of Jacob E. Hallbom. world war vet- 
eran, who held a war risk insur- 
ance policy, with his father. Peter 
J. Hafibom. as bcnrficicry. The in- 
jured died October. 1925 and the 
beneficiary in Pcbruaiy. 1928.

IROM 1917 on through the next seventeen years, 


Russia became a land of inscrutable 
purposes. 


Even today, her objectives are more or less of an 
enigma. For, although its proponents 
claim that 


Communism is a permanent plan, the modifications 
and recasting which have taken place since the death 
of Lenin and the exile of Trotsky established beyond 
question that the affairs of the Soviet government 
are in a more or less transitory state. 


There is one fact upon which general agreement 


can be reached. 


Russia is tremendously undeveloped in the face of 


marvelously rich natural resources; her huge masses 
of people are backward in the march of civilization 
by several centuries; and, with all she does resemble 
the ponderous, ungainly, and * awkward bear. This 
fact needs to be recalled in view of the exchanges 
which have been going on between President Roose- 
velt and the Russian foreign minister, Litvinoff 
The 


United States is in need of markets. Russia today 
is the greatest potential market m the world. She 
needs everything virtually to bring her standards to 
modern conditions of living 
She has underground 


and on the earth the wherewithal to pay for these 
things. She has a rugged, hard working people, cap- 
able of prodigious labor, and she has so much which 
Is useful to man that there is an ideal basis for ex- 
change. 


In his conference with newspaper men, Mr. Roose- 


velt wanted it made plain that the negotiations with 
Russia did not constitute recognition of Communism. 
The letters between the president and the Russian 
foreign representative are well worth the read- 
ing. 
The letters provide the basis for a friendlier 


understanding between the two countries and they 
pave the way for trade. 


With its 8,336,864 square miles of territory, Russia 


has the largest physical area of any nation in the 
world. Until death, famine, and revolution reduced 
the population, she had more people than any other 
than the pitifully overcrowded countries of the Ori- 
ent. She has vast forests of standing timber, fabu- 
lous deposits of all kinds of minerals, and coal and 
oil reserves, which alone are estimated in billions of 
metric tons. Until communism took concrete form 
with Stalin's five year plan, Russia remained pre- 
dominantly agricultural under hard, and it would 
seem almost 
insurmountable 
climatic 
conditions 


With the exception of those regions on the Black 
sea, stretching northward 500 miles, all of Russia has 
been characterized bv heavy and killing frosts, even 
during the growmj season, which descend with de- 
vastating suddenness. 
There is the amazing range 


of temperature of 90 degrees below zero in the frozen 
wastes of Siberia to 100 degrees above zero in the 
semi-tropical strip adjacent to the Black sea, pro- 
tected from northerly winds by the mountains

"BOOTSTRAP SAMMY." 


T the least of many amazing developments in. 
recent days is the surprising "face" which ex- 


Governor Sammy McKelvie of Nebraska has exhibit- 
ed. Twice within the1 last fortnight he has 
been 


heard in scorching criticism of the Roosevelt recovery 
program 
It is wholly within his rights as a free 


man, an ardent republican, and a former public serv- 
ant in high office to speak his mind frankly, but it 
should startle even those who may share his views 
to discover he is so blissfully ignorant of compara- 
tively recent history. 


Mr. McKelvie was a member of the Hoover farm 


board, a late, lamented governmental agency under 
the old regime, and as its wheat representative had a 
part in spending the 500 millions which it poured 
out to "stabilize" and to 
"improve" 
the 
price of 


wheat, and other farm commodities. Mr. McKelvie's 
principal protest against the Roosevelt 
that he is 
opposed to any 


hoisting prices and values. 


STALIN hoped and still is intent upon making 


Russia an industrial nation. It is a natural de- 


sire. As a Russian, he could not be unmindful of the 
frightful poverty which has fallen to the lot of the 
Russian peasant, who generation 
after generation 


eked out a miserable existence on the soil 
Forty 


per cent of the peasants were so illiterate they could 
not read nor write. And in that situation alone may 
be found the explanation of much that has puzzled 
America. The Kerenskv rebellion, with the over- 
throw of the Romanoff family, and the events suc- 
ceeding it with the accession of Lenin and Trotsky, 
did not have behind it the hunger for a soviet or a 
communistic dictatorship. There was in it the hun- 
ger for liberty, or better still, the hunger for ade- 
quate food and the desire for decent living stand- 
ards. Communism was only an incident to the real 
purpose 


But neither Stalin nor any other man can create 


an industrial class out of people hopelessly backward, 
who must, of necessity, compete with those who have 
moved centuries ahead 
It will take generations be- 


fore the Russian nation becomes educated to the de- 
gree of western European nations or America. It will 
take time before Russia becomes skilled m the use 
of machinery 
It will take vears before factories can 


be built, and the peasants still utilizinc the crude im- 
plements of earlier times, cannot 
become efficient 


workmen overnight in that prospective gigantic in- 
dustrial empire. It will take materials and machin- 
ery purchased abroad, and in the first steps of rais- 
ing living standards, tools of 
modem conveniences 


must come from western civilization. 


There has been too much the disposition to shud- 


der and shake whenever Russia is mentioned 
To- 


day, it furnishes the British and the French with the 
main sources of their trade 
Here in America we 


hare gone on blissfully clo^ine the eyes to opportu- 
nity through fear that trade with Russia might sub- 
ject our people to an overwhelming deluge of com- 
munistic propaganda 
How little faith we hare had

A former artillery officer in the 


czar's armies who turned revolu- 
tionary in early youth, he was born 
51 years ago in Voronezh and grad- 
uated from the artillery school in 
St. Petersburg (Leningrad) after at- 
tending 
the 
military 
prepara- 


tory school in his own city. 


He went to the front in the Rus- 


so-Japanese war where he 
served 


with distinction. Later he was com- 
pelled to flee Russia because of his 
revolutionary activities and lived in 
France and Switzerland for several 
years. 


Returning to Russia in 1915, he 


took up arms again in the czar's 
army where he served for the dur- 
ation of the World war. 
' After participating actively in the 
October revolution he was made 
president of the state trade trust, 
"The Gostorg," when the bolshe- 
viks seized power and, as such, was 
head for several years of soviet 
Russia's entire interior commercial 
organization. 


He was appointed ambassador to 
Japan in 1927, returning from that 
post in 1932 to become vice chair- 
man of the state planning commis- 
sion which is now engaged in the 
monumental task of drafting the 
second five-year plan.

' Report By Wireless. 


AKRON. O.. Nov. 20—(AP)—Off 


on a third attempt to reach the 
third and outer layer of the earth's 
atmosphere — the 
stratosphere — 
Lieut. Com. T. G. W. Settle, U. S. 
N., and an aide were riding high 
over northeastern Ohio today wait- 
ing for the sun's rays to waft them 
upward. 


Expansion of the gas in Settle's 


balloon, which carries Maj. Chester 
L. Fordney, U. S. Marinss. as observ- 
er and scientific technician, will give 
the bag and its seven-foot spherical 
gondola altitude without wasting 
any of the valuable ballast, it was 
explained here by Lieut. Sam Town- 
send, in charge of the naval wire- 
less station. 


The last wireless contact with the 


aeronaut was made at 10:35 a. m. 
(E. S. T.) one hour and seven min- 
utes after he left the field on his 
venture, being made primarily to de- 
termine the nature of the cosmic 
rays. 


At that hour Settle advised Town- 
send that flying conditions were 
perfect, but that he had descended 
from 4,900 feet to the 4,000 foot level 
in order to take advantage of slower 
winds and retard his drift. Settle ex- 
pected to reach the 
stratosphere 


and an altitude of possibly 58,000 
feet between noon and 1 o'clock. 


Reports to the wireless station 


were made at 10 o'clock, at 10:20 
and again at 10:35. On the last con- 
tact Settle said he was just south- 
west of Alliance, O., in a 15-mile 
wind. He and his one-man crew, he 
added, were comfortable inside their 
egg-shell spheroid. 


Valves A Little Gas. 


To drop the few hundred feet to 
escape bad winds he valved a little 
of his gas. 


The next contact, said Townsend, 


would be made at 12:45 p. m., by ar- 
rangement with Settle. At that hour 
Fordney would be making his obser- 
vations and keeping a wary eye on 
the • delicate instruments. 
At 11 a. m.. newsmen at Salem. 


O., said the bag and its glistening 
gondola were sighted there. Salem 
is some 36 to 37 miles by airplins 
southeast from Akron, in the same 
direction. 


Settle and his companion expect 


to descend somewhere in the vicinity 
of Pittsburgh before dusk.

Two Tons of Ballast.

The wives of the officers kissed 
them goodbye and left for Pitts- 
burgh to await the balloon's descent. 
Commander Settle expected 
the

The balloon carried an American 


flag at the bottom of the envelope. 
Commander Settle, hatless and in 
leather jacket, blue trousers and 
tennis shoes, supervised the placing 
of food in the seven-foot gondola. 
The supplies already in the gon- 


dola included heating devices, cos- 
mic ray apparatus in charge of 
Fordney, flying instruments, bat- 
teries, lead dust for ballast, wire- 
less equipment and parachutes.

big ten championship sweepstake by 
Iowa, 14 to 6. 
Oregon, previously unbeaten on 


the coast, lost to Southern Cali- 
fornia, 26 to 0, a week after the 
Trojans had lost to Stanford, which 
had lost to Washington, which had 
lost to Oregon, thus making every- 
thing just splendid. 


Huskers Lose at Pitt. 


Nebraska, champion of the big six 
and hitherto unbeaten through the 
season, lost to Pittsburgh, 6 to 0, 
Pitt having lost to Minnesota, which 
tied Indiana, which finally lost to 
Xavier. 
In fewer words, it was strictly one 


of those devastating' days that only 
college football can produce. Four 
undefeated teams died more or less 
by their own hand within a few 
hours. Another, Michigan, all but 
expired during a scoreless tie with 
Minnesota, although the general ef- 
fect is to qualify Michigan and dis- 
qualify Minnesota for the big ten 
championship. 
As for Princeton and the Army, 


it would not be well to believe too 
blindly in either of them. The Army 
playing its regulars, had to go all 
the way to the fourth period before 
it could score at all against Pennsyl- 
vania military college and Prince- 
ton wasn't much better against the 
Navy.

Against Nationalism 


Tells Union 
Meeting 
at 
Second 


Presbyterian 
Church 
War 


Bound U> Follow Trend. 


Prof. H. W. Stoke, of the Uni- 


versity of Nebraska department of 
political science, told an audience 
at the Second Presbyterian church 
Sunday evening that the rising tide 
of nationalism, if the new national- 
ism is to be like the ell cannot 
help but mean the dx v jation of 
society by war and preparations for 
war. Prof. Stoke 
was 
the 
third 


speaker in a series of union meet- 
ings being conducted by east Lin- 
coln churches on the 
subject of 


"Facing the International Situation 
Realistically." 


"Nations all over the world are 


becoming 
intensely nationalistic," 


Prof. Stoke said, "and this is brought 
about in a large part, I suspect, by 
the fact that the national govern- 


ment is now playing a larger part in 
the lives of the citizens than ever 
before. The state is no longer only 
a political organization, but is be- 
coming the basis for economic life 
as well. It is rapidly becoming the 
financier and even the partner of 
business. Yes, it is a true fact that 
our ideas of allegiance and loyalty 
to the state are becoming intcnsi- 
f iedbccau/; the state 
is now so 


omnipresent and so omnipotent." 


"The other main facibr in the I 


growth of nationalism." Prof. Stoke 
continued, "is the fact that people 
are gradually losing confidence in 
international 
machinery to keep 


peace and have been thrown back | 
upon the resources of their own na- 
tions in an attempt to find peace 
and safety." 


"I regret tha.t such a spirit is ris- 


ing," Prof. Stoke said in closing, 
"for It cannot help but being with 
it the attendant evils. Nationalism, 
invariably, encourages a spirit of 
narrowness and 
exclusiveness to 


grow up within a nation. It de- 


mands a unity of thought, of ideals, 
aaid of education. It results in the 
suppression of the minority. And 
last, and most important, it will, 
that is if the new nationalism is 
founded on the same spirit as the 
old. bring about the domination of 
society by war and the preparations 
for war."

(O>) — president Roosevelt is sending 
Ambassador Sumner Welles back to 
Havana to carry on the 
United 


States policy calling for establish- 
ment of definite stability in the 
troubled island. 


A brief

president last night after a five hour 
talk with Welles that the ambas- 
sador would return to his post was 
accepted here as meaning there will 
be no immediate change in 
the 


American attitude of non-recogni- 
tion of the Grau San Martin gov- 
ernment and of non-intervention in 
the island. 


Awaits Developments. 


In other words, Mr. Roosevelt is 


waiting to see what the San Martin 
group can do to maintain peace and 
stability. The views of Ambassador 
Welles m this regard were kept con- 
fidential. 


After devoting his first day at 
Warm Springs to the Cuban situa- 
tion. Mr. Roosevelt cast aside offic- 
ial calls today to enter into the re- 
laxation he intends to have here on 
the quiet hills of his "other state." 


Warm, sunny weather again lurej 
the president out in his runabout 
car for a ride about the town hers 
where he fought his way back to 
health several years ago from an at 
tack of infantile paralysis. 


"Just Private Citizen." 


As near as possible. Mr. Roosevelt 
is here again as just one of the cit- 
izens. He did not bring the white 
house automobile and when he goes 
out he drives himself in a 
small 


open car. The folks here also regard 
him as one of their own, unhesitat- 
ingly going up to speak with hint 
when he is about. 


It is the first visit here by him as 
president of the United States. A 
secret service car trailing him when 
he is on the dusty road is the only 
open evidence of his change in of- 
fice. 


Driving up to the Meriwether inn 


yesterday to meet Ambassador Wel- 
les and take him to the cottage 
farther up on Pine mountain, Mr 
Roosevelt called to the ambassador 
standing on the steps: "Jump in 
Sumner." 


Johnson Expected. 
Later this week and throughout 
his two weeks stay here the presi- 
dent will confer with government 
officers. The industrial administrat- 
or, General Hugh S. Johnson, in all 
probability will be among the first 
to come.

amount to 265,000 ounces. 


While he continued today to de- 


cline to tell reporters how much gold 
has been bought in the foreign mar- 
ket, Jones indicated that purchases 
in London and Paris have

was placed by him at 


$7,500,000.
